ontuely fiom ganja and bhang, including under the latter head majun 
and similar piepaiations The right of vend of these drugs was sold 
fogethci Piom the statistics of duty leahsed on issues within the Presi 
denc}" foi the ycai given in Impel lal Form 1 of the Excise Repoit it is 
seen that gavia accounts for 99 iiei cent of the duty The hemp drugs 
recepjts foi the yeai 1924-25 amounted to Rs 14,38,071 and formed 2 9 per 
cent of the total Excise levenue In 1912-13 the levenue from these drugs 
vas Rs 7,24,000 and the peicentage to total Excise revenue was 2 2 (See 
statement II) 

2 Cultivation, storage and supply — Madras produced its own 
sup])ly of hemp dings Impoit into the Piesidency was prohibited Madras 
also supplied tUe small demand ot Cooig and the Indian States and Pieneh 
Settlements n ithin the Presidencj'’ bmits 

Cultivation ot the hemp plant was piohibited throughout the Presi- 
dency except (a,) in the Bapatla taluk of the Guntur district and (5) in 
die Polui taluk of North Aieot, wheie it was permitted under license 
The area cultivated during 1925-26 was 125 acres against 124 acres in 
1924-25 in the North Aicot distiict and 100 acres agamst 120 in 1924-25 
in the Guntui distiict In 1912-13 the total area cultivated amounted to 
209 acres 

The licensees were lequiied to convey their pioduce to pubhc store- 
houses established by Government at Santavasal and Vetapalem, and re- 
moval of the drugs from these stoiehouses foi consumption was permitted 
only on payment of tlie pi escribed lates of duty, viz, Rs 20 per seer of 
ganja and Rs 6 pei seei of bhang In 1912-13 the lates of duty veic 
Rs 7-8-0 per seer for ganja and Rs 3 per seer for bhang The store- 
houses at Santavasal and A^etapalem weie in charge of Assistant Inspectoi*- 
ot the Excise Depaitment (on Rs 150 — 200 per mensem), and a tempo- 
lary establisliment of one Assistant Inspectoi on Rs 150 — 200 per men- 
sem %vith an extra Sub-Inspectoi (on Rs 60 — 90 per mensem each) was 
employed at each centre to super^^se harvesting operations 

3 Vend arrangements — These two stoiehouses supplied retail 
vendois throughout the Presidency Small shops obtained their suppbes 
fiom othei shops in the same district Licenses for retail sale were sold 
by auction The total nuinbei of retail shops in 1925-26 was 423 agamst 
the same numbei in the preceding yeai and 538 m 1912-13 The figures 
relating to the average area pei shop and the number of shops per 100,000 
of population are given below —

G Genertil reveDue stfitistics — The hemp drugs receipts (excluding 
reienue from hemp drugs issued to Indian States) for the year ending 
31st l\Iaich 1926 were Rs 21,34,000 being 6 1 pei cent of the total Excise 
receipts of the Presidonc\ pioper The corresponding figures of liemp 
diugs reienue for the rears 1924-25 and 1912-13 were Es 22 60 lakhs 
and 7 46 lakhs, le^pectnely The percentages which revenue during 
tliese tivo years bore to total Excise rei eniie r ere 6 1 in 1924-25 and 3 9 
m the year 1912-13 Of Es 21,34,000 lealised in the Presidency piopei, 
Es 12,05 000 lepiescnted duty and Es 9,29,000 vend fees 

7 Cultivation, manufacture and storage — The cultivation of the 
liemp plant (mainly for gavja,) was lestiieted to one taluka of the Ahrned- 
nagai district, and vas cairied on under licenses, which weie issued tiee 
ot cliaige The licensed cultnators either sold their standing crops to 
licensed manufacturers, oi obtaining a manufacturing license haivested 
their crops on their own account In either case the har%esting ot the 
crops and the manufactuic of intoxicating drugs therefrom had to be 
earned on vith the permission of the local Excise officers and under their 
=upcmsion A fee of Ee 1 per annum was charged tor the hcense to 
manataetiire intoxicating drugs from the hemp cultnated All diugs 
manufactured were stored in a bonded waiehouse estabhshed near the 
place of manufacture During the year there was one such warehouse in the 
distiict of Ahmednagar Prom this central warehouse the drugs were 
issued on payment of dutA to local bceused dealers, oi to authorised pur- 
chasers from Indian States and foieign possessions, or uere transferred 
in bond to other bonded waiehousos established tor the storage of imported 
drugs of which there was one m the Cilv of Bombay and one in each of 
the districts of Ahmedabad and Suiat For the storage of the drugs in 
these warehouses a small fee was charged and issues therefrom were made 
under strict official supercnsion 

In 1925-26 the area undei hemp cultivation was 400 acres, and 4 410 
nidunds of gania were produced In the preceding ^ea^ the area under 
hemp cultivation was 250 acres, and the vield 1,851 maunds of ganja In 
1912-13, the area undei hemp cultivation amounted to 641 acres for gmtjn 
and 12 acres for bhaoig, which produced 3 992 maunch, of gaino and 2 
maunds of bhang 

S Import and export — Licensed Aendors imported in bond, under 
penults and passes, gavta tiom am pro\unce in British India and bnonq

Licenses for vholesale vend were issued to persons appioved by the Col- 
lector and the Commissioner on payment of an annual fee vaiying fiom 
Es 50 to Rs 150 The pimlcgc of letail vend at each shop was .sold 
separately by public auction 12 wholesale hcenses and 216 letail licenses 
weic issued during the year In 1924-25, 12 wholesale licenses and 228

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CHAPTER XIII — ^Ajmcr-Merwara 


102 Description of Excise system formerly in force — Up to \lic 
year 1898-99 the traffic in hemp drugs was practically subject to no control 
in Ajmer-Merwara except that the monopoly of vend of the drugs through- 
out the territory in shops fixed by the local authoiities was sold bv auction 
for annual or (in special cases) triennial peiiods The hemp plant was 
not locally cultivated Chm as was and is imported from the Punjab and 
ganja from the Central Provinces, but the eontractois weie at liheity to 
obtain their supphes whence they pleased 

103 Revised arrangements introduced since 1899-1900 — "With cfCcei 
fiom the 1st April 1899 revised rules ioi the regulation of the hemp drugs 
traffic m Ajmer-Mei wara were brought into operation with reference to 
the recommendations of the Hemp Diugs Commission, and the orders of 
the Government of India thereon, and the pimcipal provisions of these are 
enumerated below — 

(1) The cultivation of the hemp plant in Ajmer-l^Ierwara has been 

absolutely prohibited 

(2) The import of hemp drugs mto the district is permitted only 

by rad through the Ajmer railway station and under cover 
of a pass from the Collector of Ajmer-lMerwara and subject 
to the following conditions, viz — 

(а) the import must he made under bond for payment in Ajmer- 

Merwara of the duties leviable on the drugs imported , 
and 

(б) the drugs must he consigned by the importer direct to 

the Collector of Excise revenue, Ajmer-Merwara, and 
must be forthwith lemoved to a bonded warehouse es- 
tabhshed at Ajmer and kept theie until issued for con- 
sumption on payment of duty

105i General revenue statistics — The hemp drugs receipts £oi the 
year 192r)-26 waS Rs 1,740 (license fees) and was derived exclusively fiom 
gan^a which was the only hemp drug in use m the province As the duty 
paid ganja imported in 1924-25 sufficed to meet the requirements of 1925- 
26i, no Te-venue was derived irom duty during the year The duty realised 
in 1924-25 was Rs 4,800 and fiom vend fees Rs 4,055, compaied uitli 
Rs 5,400 from duty and Rs 1,180 from vend fees realised in 1912-13 

106 Qanja'^supply and duty — The cultivation ' of hemp plant was 
prohibited in Coorg and the ganja required was procured from Madras 
The rules which were in force during the year 1925-26 came into operation 
on 1st October 1899 and contemplated the existence of a wholesale vendor for 
Coorg whose privilege would be secured annually by auction, and who 
would procure the ganja required from Madras, under permit from the 
Commissioner of Coorg on prepasrment of the duty at the Coorg Treasury 
at the fixed rate By 1925-26 it had not been found possible to procure a 
wholesale contractor and the wholesale supply was therefoie condueted by 
the Government through the tieasury department In 1925-26 the diug 
was issued at Rs 21-8-0 per seer of 80 tolas including the duty at Rs 20 a 
seer In 1924-25 the drug was issued at the same rate compared ivith 
Rs 9 per seer in 1912-13 

The amount required to credit the duty before the drug was imported, 
was obtained from Loans and Advances (Central) and the sale proceeds
